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Class  of  1960 

Last  June's  sixty-one  seniors 
at  Governor  Dummer  are  now 
freshmen,  —  freshmen  at  thir- 
ty-five colleges  from  Maine  to 
Miami,  —  from  Toronto  to 
Tulane.  Gone  are  the  days  when 
one  of  the  dozen  G.D.A.  fresh- 
men at  Harvard  could  hop  in 
a  car  and  call  on  half  his  G.D.A. 
classmates  before  nightfall. 

What  has  happened  to  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  graduates  has 
happened  to  those  of  the  other 
independent  schools  and  appar- 
ently is  a  direct  result  of  the 
enormous  demand  for  college 
admission.  An  admission  officer 
from  Harvard  told  our  student 
body  last  spring  that  Harvard 
could  accept  only  approximate- 
ly 1,100  freshmen  in  Septem- 
ber and  that  the  applicants  al- 
ready represented  over  2,000 
schools,  so  that  even  if  not  more 
than  one  student  were  admitted 
from  any  one  school,  half  the 
schools  would  still  be  disap- 
pointed. 

A  profile  of  the  entering  class 
at  Williams  in  September  1960 
showed  287  freshmen  coming 
from  231  schools,  and  most 
eastern  colleges  could  show  a 
similar  distribution. 

Nor  is  this  trend  entirely 
without  a  beneficial  aspect.  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  has  been  draw- 
ing its  students  from  an  ever- 
widening  area ;  it  is  fitting  that 
its  graduates  should  be  known 
in  more  and  more  schools. 

To  get  down  to  cases,  only 
twelve  colleges  took  more  than 
one  graduate  of  our  class  of 
1960.  Brown  took  six,  Pennsyl- 
vania four,  Princeton  three, 
Harvard  two.  Among  smaller 
colleges  Trinity  led  with  five, 
Middlebury  took  four,  Denison 
and  Hobart  three  each,  Bates 
and  Bowdoin  two  each.

Don  Kent,  Jane  Day,  the  U.  S. 
Weather  Bureau  were  unani- 
mous, —  it  definitely  would  rain 
on  Saturday,  October  20.  On  Fri- 
day afternoon  the  clouds  began 
to  gather;  sunrise  on  Saturday 
morning  was  dark  and  forebod- 
ing; until  nearly  nine  o'clock 
every  hour  was  darker.

The  track,  a  memorial  to  the 
late  G.  Ellsworth  Huggins,  is  a 
gift  of  Mrs.  Huggins  and  their 
son  David,  a  graduate  of  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  in  1939.  Mr. 
Eames  spoke  briefly  of  David's 
career  at  Governor  Dummer  and 
since,  and  then  spoke  at  greater 
length  of  the  elder  Mr.  Huggins' 
lifelong  and  generous  interest 
in  youth  and  education.

room.  All  afternoon  the  crowds 
grew,  —  at  the  soccer  game 
with  Tabor,  at  the  football  game 
with  Groton.  Post-game  recep- 
tions in  the  Cobb  Room,  in  the 
dining  room,  in  the  Frost  Build- 
ing were  packed  with  parents, 
guests,  and  alumni  happily  visit- 
ing with  their  sons'  teachers, 
coaches,  and  associates. 

Some  few  guests  were  unable 
to  remain  for  the  evening;  but 
over  six  hundred  parents,  fac- 
ulty, and  students  gathered  for 
the  six-thirty  dinner  in  the 
Alumni  Gymnasium.  The  dinner 
was  strictly  a  family  affair. 
Speakers  were  Mr.  Wilkie;  Mr. 
Benjamin  J.  Stone,  our  Director 
of  Studies ;  and  Dr.  Warwick 
Potter,  the  school  physician.  Dr. 
Potter  described  the  medical  fa- 
cilities of  the  school  and  spoke 
of  the  physical  fitness  program 
now  being  put  into  operation. 
Mr.  Stone  spoke  of  curriculum 
changes  at  the  school,  particu- 
larly in  the  mathematics  depart- 
ment,  of  the  summer  study  pro- 
gram for  teachers,  and  of  plans 
for  expanding  that  program. 


Mr.  Wilkie's  talk  had  to  do 
with  the  forthcoming  Bicenten- 
nial celebration.  He  told  some- 
thing of  the  history  of  the 
school,  spoke  of  the  responsibili- 
ties resting  on  Governor  Dum- 
mer  as  the  first  of  the  boys' 
boarding  schools  to  reach  the 
two-century  mark,  and  he  out- 
lined some  of  the  steps  to  be 
taken  to  assure  that  Governor 
Dummer  would,  in  1963,  truly 
represent  the  best  in  indepen- 
dent secondary  schools. 


Faculty  Appointments 

Three  new  faculty  appoint- 
ments have  been  announced  by 
Mr.  Wilkie.  Mr.  Keith  A.  Mc- 
Duffie  of  Colfax,  Washington, 
will  replace  the  late  Mr.  Barris- 
kill  as  teacher  of  Spanish;  but 
Mr.  L.  Manlius  Sargent,  Jr.  and 
Mr.  Howard  S.  Stuckey  are 
additions  and  not  replacements. 
They  bring  the  total  faculty  to 
twenty-seven. 

Mr.  Sargent  is  a  graduate  of 
Amherst   1945,   and   enters   the 


teaching  profession  after  a  suc- 
cessful twelve-year  business  ca- 
reer as  purchasing  agent  for  the 
E.  F.  King  Company  of  Nor- 
wood and  more  recently  in  the 
sales  department  of  the  Ameri- 
can Can  Company.  He  is  mar- 
ried and  lives  with  Mrs.  Sargent 
and  their  three  children  in  Tops- 
field.  He  will  teach  mathematics. 
Mr.  McDuffie  teaches  Spanish 
and  also  acts  as  assistant  corri- 
dor master  on  Ingham  1.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Gonzaga  Univer- 
sity 1954  and  of  Middlebury 
1960  and  has  also  studied 
abroad. 

Mr.  Howard  S.  Stuckey  has 
been  secured  to  take  over  two 
sections  of  Latin  from  Mr.  Na- 
vins,  who  is  now  teaching  Latin 
3.  Mr.  Stuckey  is  a  graduate  of 
Princeton  1915  and  was  for 
many  years  head  of  the  Latin 
Department  at  Phillips  Exeter. 
After  his  retirement  from  Ex- 
eter, he  was  a  part  time  instruc- 
tor at  St.  Paul's  and  at  St. 
Mark's  and  now  comes  to  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  on  a  similar 
basis. 
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Mr.  Spoftbrd  Becomes 

Dean  of  Cathedral 

In  early  September  the  Rev- 
erend Wiiliam  B.  Spofford,  first 
chaplain  of  Governor  Dummer's 
recently  inaugurated  chapel 
service,  was  elected  Dean  of  the 
Cathedral  at  Boise,  Idaho.  He 
was  able  to  conduct  only  the  first 
four  Sunday  services  at  the 
Academy  before  leaving  for  his 
new  post.  He  will  be  sadly 
missed  not  only  at  the  Academy 
but  throughout  the  area. 

To  replace  Mr.  Spofford,  Mr. 
Wilkie  has  arranged  to  have  the 
Reverend  Owen  C.  Thomas,  Pro- 
fessor of  Theology  at  the  Epis- 
copal Theological  School  of 
Cambridge,  take  over  the  Sun- 
day morning  service  two  or 
three  times  a  month  and  to  help 
secure  pulpit  supply  on  those 
Sundays  when  his  duties  at  the 
seminary  prevent  his  joining  us. 

In  accord  with  the  policy  of 
making  the  service  non-denom- 
inational, the  visiting  chaplains 
or  ministers  will  be  drawn  from 
all  denominations  and  all  faiths. 

Perhaps  no  recent  change  at 
the  Academy  has  made  a  more 
noticeable  change  in  school  life 
than  has  the  inception  of  an  on- 
the-campus  service  each  Sun- 
day morning.  The  fleets  of  bus- 
ses which  used  to  distribute  the 
student  body  to  all  the  neigh- 
boring towns  are  no  longer 
needed ;  there  are  no  more  mass 
latenesses  to  Sunday  dinner,  no 
more  ingenious  excuses  for  hav- 
ing missed  the  church  bus,  and 
no  more  Sunday  afternoon  study 
hall  for  reluctant  church-goers. 

Furthermore,  the  longer  Sun- 
day evening  study  hall  has  made 
Monday  morning  classes  much 
more  fruitful. 

To  Meet  The  King 

Over  the  years  the  Headmas- 
ter and  Mr.  Navins  have  heard 
about  every  imaginable  excuse 
for  an  extended  weekend;  but  a 
recent  absence  slip  really  floored 
them.  "To  meet  the  King  of 
Denmark"  it  read,  and  it  was 
signed  "Dodge  Fielding." 

Dodge's  home  is  on  the  island 
of    Mallorca    off    the    coast    of 


Spain.  His  father  is  a  Knight 
of  Denmark;  and  Dodge  really 
was  scheduled  to  be  presented 
to  King  Frederik  and  Queen 
Ingrid  of  Denmark  during  their 
visit  to  Washington,  D.  C.  Hav- 
ing convinced  the  proper  school 
authorities  of  these  facts,  Dodge 
got  his  special  permission.

With 
the  usual  25  day  students,  the 
total  enrollment  is  231,  also  a 
new  high. 

Students  come  from  twenty- 
three  states  and  five  foreign 
countries.  One  hundred  twenty- 
two  boys  come  from  Massachu- 
setts ;  New  York  sent  29 ;  New 
Hampshire  14;  New  Jersey  9. 
Foreign    student:,     came     from 


Kenya   Colony,    Canada,   Spain, 
Uruguay,  and  Guatemala. 
Fifteen  Sons  of  Alumni, 
Thirty-Eight  Younger 

Brothers  Included 

The  1960-61  student  body  also 
sets  a  new  high  in  the  number 
of  sons  of  alumni  and  in  the 
number  of  younger  brothers  in- 
cluded. There  are  fifteen  sons 
and  thirty-eight  "kid  brothers," 
indicating  a  pretty  general  con- 
fidence in  the  school  on  the  part 
of  alumni  and  patrons.  We  are 
all  grateful.

LANGUAGE  5TUDY  IN  THL  MI55ILL  AGL

The  missile  age  has  been  em- 
phasizing to  us  all  the  impor- 
tance of  effectiveness  of  pro- 
duction, necessity  of  exploring 
new  fields  of  scientific  thought, 
re-evaluation  of  traditional  pat- 
terns of  thought  and  of  per- 
formance. These  trends  have 
been  spectacularly  obvious  in 
the  scientific  world.  The  educa- 
tional world  has  shared  too  in 
this  common  feeling  of  the  ur- 
gency and  the  necessity  of  pro- 
ductive effectiveness.  Classroom 
methods  and  course  content 
have  been  scrutinized  and  evalu- 


ated with  significant  changes  in 
some  of  our  school  programs. 
Modern  foreign  languages 
have  been  subjected  to  this  criti- 
cal analysis  of  aims  and  objec- 
tives. Out  of  this  criticism  has 
come  the  very  obvious  fact  of 
the  inadequacy  of  modern  for- 
eign language  teaching  so  far 
as  effective  communication  is 
concerned.  The  shrinking  world 
has  made  contact  with  hitherto 
"remote"  peoples  far  easier  and 
far  more  common  today  than 
in  other  periods  of  time.  The 
necessity  of   communication  of 


thought  has  been  underscored 
by  our  failure  to  let  the  world 
know  that  we  are  articulate 
proponents  of  a  way  of  life  that 
needs  to  be  publicized  by  peoples 
who  are  enjoying  that  way  of 
life  and  by  people  who  can  com- 
municate with  their  friends  of 
other  tongues.  Today  the  four- 
fold aim  of  the  teaching  of  mod- 
ern foreign  languages  is  no 
longer  to  be  questioned.  The 
ability  to  speak,  the  ability  to 
understand  the  spoken  word,  the 
ability  to  read  and  comprehend, 
the  ability  to  write  the  foreign 
tongue  have  become  vital  neces- 
sities in  this  modern  world.  Lan- 
guage learning  has  been  trans- 
formed from  a  somnolent  experi- 
ence to  a  gripping,  challenging 
experience,  to  a  more  complete 
and  a  fuller  appreciation  of  a 
foreign  culture. 

What  is  being  done  here  at 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  to 
enable  the  student  to  participate 
in  such  an  experience?  Obvious- 
ly there  is  a  great  deal  of  em- 
phasis on  the  oral-aural  phases 
of  the  French,  German,  and 
Spanish  courses.  Long-playing 
records  are  being  used  in  the 
German  and  French  classes; 
tapes  are  being  used  in  the 
Spanish  classes.  This  oral-aural 
work  will  be  developed  by  addi- 
tions to  our  collection  of  records 
and  tapes  so  that  the  student 
can  be  immersed  in  as  intense 
a  foreign  atmosphere  as  is  pos- 
sible short  of  residence  in  the 
foreign  country.  The  synthetic 
foreign  atmosphere  will  provide 
that  range  of  variety  of  indi- 
vidual voices,  of  individual  in- 
tonation, of  material  necessary 
for  adequate  oral-aural  back- 
ground for  effective  future  use 
and  development. 

It  is  our  hope  to  be  able  to 
establish  a  language  laboratory 
at  some  future  happy  date.  The 
laboratory  will  enable  the  stu- 
dent to  practice  on  a  frequency 
basis  that  is  not  possible  in  the 
traditional  classroom  situation. 
The  student  will  be  able  to  prac- 
tice at  his  own  rate  of  speed 
on  this  individual  basis  as  fre- 
quently as  his  time  will  allow. 
The  immediate  repetition  of  his 
exercise  can  crystallize  his  oral- 


aural  problems  with  mastery 
assured  to  a  degree  that  is  now 
virtually  impossible.  While  there 
will  be  class  use  of  the  language 
laboratory,  the  "laboratory"  use 
will  be  emphasized  for  here  lies 
that  value  to  the  individual 
student. 

The  course  content  of  our 
modern  language  courses  has 
been  revised  to  include  this  oral 
work.  Course  content  has  bee.i 
changed  in  the  French  depart- 
ment particularly;  there  will  be 
a  four  year  program  offered.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  will  lead  to 
the  inclusion  of  an  advanced 
placement  course  so  that  boys 
may  take  advantage  of  the  bene- 
fits of  such  a  program.  This 
program  has  been  made  possible 
by  the  cooperation  of  colleges 
and  schools  through  the  Educa- 
tional Testing  Service,  Prince- 
ton, New  Jersey.  "The  Program 
offers  college-level  courses  to  be 
given  in  schools  and  prepares 
examinations  based  on  these 
courses.  Colleges,  in  turn,  con- 
sider for  credit  and  advanced 
placement  students  who  have 
taken  the  courses  and  the  ex- 
aminations." (Quoted  from  the 
booklet  on  advanced  placement 
distributed  by  the  ETS.)  Ger- 
man is  once  again  being  offered 
to  the  boys;  a  first  year  course 
has  been  started  this  year.  This 
program  will  eventually  provide 
three  years'  study  in  German. 
The  Spanish  program  of  three 
years'  study  has  remained  un- 
changed except  for  emphasis  on 
the  oral-aural  phases. 

The  students  and  the  teachers 
find  the  language  classes  more 
lively  and  more  meaningful, 
more  meaningful  particularly 
when  the  increasing  opportu- 
nity for  communication  and  for 
contact  with  peoples  of  other 
lands  is  considered.  The  teach- 
ers are  enthusiastic  in  the 
development  of  the  language 
teaching  at  Governor  Dummer 
and  bring  to  such  an  intensive 
teaching  program  the  necessary 
background  to  ensure  its  suc- 
cess. Mr.  Marr,  a  Boston  Latin 
School  and  Williams  College 
honor  grade  German  student, 
directs  the  German  program. 
Mr.  Marr  after  his  undergradu- 


ate studies  continued  his  ac- 
ademic background  by  study  at 
and  graduation  from  the  "Mas- 
ter of  Arts  in  Teaching"  depart- 
ment of  Harvard  College.  In 
addition  to  his  German  class  Mr. 
Marr  continues  to  teach  English 
and  French.  Mr.  McDuffie  holds 
the  master  of  arts  degree  from 
the  Middlebury  College  Lan- 
guage Program  and  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Universidad  de  Ma- 
drid's one  year  foreign  student 
study  program.  Mr.  McDuffie's 
able  colleague,  Mr.  Sperry,  for- 
sook highly  successful  work  in 
the  language  field  for  specialized 
work  in  the  history  field.  Mr. 
Sperry  holds  the  master  of  arts 
degree  in  history  from  Duke 
University.  Mr.  Ohrn  directs  the 
study  in  French.  After  piloting 
students  through  language 
classes  at  Clark  University,  Til- 
ton  School  for  Boys,  and  The 
Northwood  School,  he  came  to 
Governor  Dummer  in  1941.  He 
holds  the  master  of  arts  degree 
from  the  Middlebury  College 
Language  Program  and  holds 
the  "Diplome  des  Etudes  Su- 
perieures"  from  the  Universite 
de  Dijon. 

We  language  teachers  at  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  are  emphatic  in 
our  purpose  to  make  language 
study  at  the  Academy  a  fruitful 
and  enjoyable  experience  upon 
which  can  be  based  effective 
further  study  for  personal  en- 
richment and  deep  appreciation 
of  foreign  cultures  which  have 
made  and  are  making  such  im- 
pact on  the  world. 

Re-evaluated 

On  October  9,  10,  and  11  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  entertained  a 
Secondary  Education  Re-Evalu- 
ation committee  consisting  of 
Mr.  Paul  Wright,  Senior  Master 
at  Groton,  chairman;  Mr.  Wil- 
liam R.  Jones,  Chairman  of  the 
Modern  Language  Department 
at  Phillips  Exeter;  and  Mr.  Al- 
bert Thorndike,  Head  of  the 
Science  Department  at  Milton 
Academy. 

The  independent  secondary 
schools  some  years  ago  set  up 
a  cooperative  re-evaluation  pro- 
gram designed  to  help  member 
schools  maintain  their  standards 


and  at  the  same  time  achieve 
some  uniformity.  Re-evaluation 
is  by  invitation  of  the  school; 
and  in  the  case  of  Governor 
Dummer,  at  least,  proved  to  be 
a  very  enjoyable  procedure. 

The  visitors  arrived  on  the 
campus  late  Sunday  afternoon, 
held  an  organization  and  brief- 
ing session  that  evening,  and 
spent  Monday  and  Tuesday  vis- 
iting classes,  laboratories,  offi- 
ces, shops,  storerooms,  —  every- 
thing that  had  to  do  with  run- 
ning the  school.  They  not  only 
observed ;  they  asked  questions, 
sometimes  searching  questions. 
Everywhere  they  went,  with 
everyone  they  consulted,  they 
left  an  impression  of  a  friendly 
visit  from  an  interested  and 
helpful  colleague. 

The  school  now  eagerly  a- 
waits  their  report,  one  copy  of 
which  will  come  to  the  school 
and  one  copy  placed  on  file  with 
the  New  England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools, 
official  sponsors  of  the  re-eval- 
uation program.

at  the  intersection  of  Elm  Street 
and  the  drive  into  the  parking 
lot  behind  Phillips  Building, 
where  a  brush-covered  knoll 
formerly  blocked  the  view  and 
caused  several  near  accidents. 

Also  included :  a  sizeable  area 
at  the  rear  of  the  Alumni  Gym- 
nasium; the  erstwhile  meadow 
between  Boynton  House  and  the 
Cottage;  and,  most  spectacular- 
ly, the  swampy  wooded  area  be- 
tween Boynton  House  and  Whip- 
ple Field. 

The  latter  is  a  by-product, 
partially  of  the  reconstruction 
of  Boynton  House,  but  largely 
of  the  construction  of  the  new 
hockey  rink;  and  it  makes  a 
very    notable    improvement    in 


campus  scenery.  The  new  rink 
occupies  a  large  part  of  what 
was  a  swamp ;  the  side  Hill  above 
it  and  beyond  it  has  been  cleared 
of  brush  and  poison  ivy;  a  few 
nice  trees  have  been  saved,  and 
all  the  area  not  actually  involved 
in  the  hockey  rink  has  been 
seeded. 

The  mowed  and  developed 
area  now  begins  at  the  New- 
buryport  Turnpike  back  of  the 
varsity  baseball  field,  extends 
across  Morse  Field,  Huggins 
track  and  Byfield  Bowl,  crosses 
Middle  Road,  continues  past 
Boynton  House  and  the  new 
Frost  rink,  and  ends  at  the  far 
side  of  the  pony  soccer  field, 
nearly  half  a  mile  from  the  pike. 


On  Thin  Ice?      No  Longer! 

A  surprise  announcement  at 
Commencement  last  June  in- 
formed a  delighted  gathering  of 
parents,  alumni,  and  friends 
that  another  generous  gift  from 
Morris  Frost  '34  would  provide 
the  Governors  with  an  artificial 
hockey  rink  for  the  1960-61 
season. 

Mr.  Wilkie,  Mr.  Murphy,  and 
Mr.  Dunning  made  many  visits 
to  other  rinks,  held  many  con- 
ferences with  hockey  coaches, 
engineers,  and  suppliers ;  and  by 
August  contracts  were  awarded 
to  the  Creamery  Package  Co. 
of  Boston  for  refrigeration,  to 
Yemma  Bros,  of  Groveland  for 
site  preparation,  to  A.  Pasquale 
and  Sons  of  Haverhill  for  the 
equipment  housing.  Clinton  Fos- 
ter Goodwin  of  Haverhill  drew 
plans  and  provided  supervision 
of  the  site  preparation  and  hous- 
ing, and  Mr.  Roscoe  E.  Sher- 
brooke  of  Milton  served  as  re- 
frigeration consultant. 

At  the  opening  of  school,  re- 
turning students  found  the  site 
nearly  prepared;  they  helped 
distribute  the  ten  miles  of  inch- 
and-a-quarter  pipe  on  the  fin- 
ished sub-grade,  and  they  eager- 
ly await  the  opening  of  the  rink 
after  the  Thanksgiving  recess. 
Plans  are  under  way  to  permit 
limited  use  of  the  rink  by  New- 
bury children  and  neighbors  and 
perhaps  ultimately  by  other 
hockey  teams. 

As  a  result  of  the  new  artifi- 
cial ice,  the  Ingham  Pond  rink 
will  be  abandoned,  thus  ending 
an  increasingly  difficult  main- 
tenance problem.  The  Morse 
Field  rink  will  be  kept  open  as 
much  as  practical  for  free  skat- 
ing and  informal  practice. 

Shall  We  Mourn? 

The  smoking  room  in  the 
basement  of  Ingham  (known  to 
all  post-war  classes  by  a  more 
opprobrious  title)  is  no  more.

The  Gover- 
nors' bulletin  board  blared  out 
with  banners  on  Quemoy  and 
Matsu,  "prestige"  and  "de- 
pressed areas."  How  have  these 
clashing  points  of  view  affect- 
ed the  boys?

Football  Fortunes  Improve

There  is  a  new  attitude  pre- 
vailing in  football  at  Governor 
Dummer.  At  this  writing,  the 
Governors  are  in  the  midst  of 
their  most  successful  season  in 
years.  Coach  Bill  Sperry's  com- 
ment at  the  beginning  of  the 
practice  sessions  was  indicative 
of  this  success :  "They  may  well 
be  classified  as  a  team  whose 
keynote  is  desire!" 

In  the  opener,  they  faced  a 
heartbreaking  situation,  which 
found  them  behind  8-6  with  two 
minutes  to  play.  Filling  the  air 
with  passes  in  an  attempt  to 
win  cost  them  a  second  and 
third  touchdown  and  enabled  a 
good  St.  Sebastian's  team  to 
come  out  on  top  20-6.  John 
Canepa  scored  the  lone  touch- 
down for  the  Governors. 

From  this  point  on,  the  Gov- 
ernors have  combined  an  effec- 
tive offensive  threat  with  a 
hard-nosed  defense  to  win  three 
in  a  row  before  dropping  a 
hard-fought  game  to  a  strong 
Groton  team  on  Parents'  Day. 
The  first  Governors'  victory 
came  at  the  expense  of  Browne 
and  Nichols  in  a  renewal  of  an 
old  rivalry.  Dana  Steele  scored 


twice  and  John  Canepa  once  for 
Governor  Dummer  and  enabled 
them  to  win  24-6. 

Moses  Brown  was  next  to  fall 
to  the  tune  of  30-0.  Quarterback 
Terry  Ellis  sparked  the  Gover- 
nors' offense  with  three  touch- 
down passes,  two  to  halfback 
Dana  Steele,  who  also  added  a 
two-point  conversion,  and  one 
to  end  Dave  Clarke.  Hard-run- 
ning halfback  Jim  Hunt  scored 
a  touchdown  of  his  own  and 
tacked  on  two  extra  points  by 
rushing. 

Arch-rival  Milton  was  next  to 
feel  the  momentum  of  the  Gov- 
ernors as  they  succumbed  14-6 
in  a  hard-hitting  game.  Half- 
backs Dana  Steele  and  Jim  Hunt 
again  shared  the  scoring  honors 
for  the  victors. 

Groton  School  was  the  op- 
ponent before  a  large  Parents' 
Day  crowd,  and  the  Governors 
found  that  their  desire  was  not 
enough  to  hold  a  strong,  hard- 
hitting Groton  team.  Governor 
Dummer  absorbed  their  second 
defeat  20-8.  The  parents'  only 
consolation  was  an  80-yard 
drive,  capped  by  Terry  Ellis' 
quarterback  sneak  for  the  lone 
touchdown.  Dana  Steele  raced 
around  end  for  the  two  extra 
points. 


St.  Mark's  Downed  20-14 

Quarterback  Terry  Ellis  and 
halfbacks  Dana  Steele  and  Jim 
Hunt  continued  in  their  incom- 
parable fashion  in  downing  a 
highly-touted  St.  Mark's  team 
on  Nov.  4.  Scoring  on  the  first 
play  of  the  second  quarter,  Dana 
Steele  swept  left  end  to  cap  a 
47-yard  drive.  Terry  Ellis  ran 
a  quarterback  sneak  for  the  sec- 
ond touchdown  and  repeated  the 
performance  for  the  points  af- 
ter. 

St.  Mark's  came  back  strong- 
ly in  the  third  period,  finally 
scoring  on  an  intercepted  Gov- 
ernor pass  following  a  success- 
ful goal  line  stand  by  the  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  hard-hitting  de- 
fense. They  successfully  kicked 
the  conversion  to  lead  15-14. 
Late  in  the  fourth  quarter,  fol- 
lowing another  defensive  stand 
on  the  twenty-five,  Ellis  flipped 
a  short  pass  to  Jim  Hunt  in  the 
flat  who  bobbed  and  weaved  70 
yards  for  the  clincher.

"The  Archon's  representative 
at  Whipple  Field  this  year  has 
been  Joseph  L.  Coolidge,  Esq.

Coolidge  sends  us  the  folloiving 
report  on  the  VARSITY  SOC- 
CER SEASON. 

"The  start  of  the  1960  soccer 
season  found  Coach  Howard  Na- 
vins  unfolding  :i  much  used  and 
famous  towel.  There  was  reason 
for  it  this  year:  gone  from  last 
year's  championship  team  were, 
among  others,  Rick  Benner,  the 
League's  outstanding  goalie  in 
1959,  and  the  powerful  feet  of 
co-captains  Arnie  Wood  and 
Pete  Buckingham.  The  rebuild- 
ing job  was  going  to  be  tough. 
How  successful  has  it  been? 

"Now  that  the  season  is  two- 
thirds  over,  a  comparison  be- 
tween this  year's  record  to  date 
and  that  of  last  year  might 
prove  interesting.  Last  year  the 
record  at  this  stage  of  the  game 
was  5-1-2.  The  Red  team  had 
scored  14  goals  and  had  been 
scored  upon  eight  times.  The 
record  this  year  is  4-4  with  14 
goals  scored  to  the  opponents' 
ten.  Only  twice  did  last  year's 
team  score  as  many  as  four 
goals:  against  the  same  two 
opponents,  this  year's  team  also 
scored  four  goals. 

"The  above  statistics  show 
little  difference  between  the  two 
teams  except  in  the  all  impor- 


tant loss  column.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  referees,  alumni,  and 
others  feel  that  this  is  one  of 
the  best  teams  that  they  have 
seen.  Playing  a  short  passing 
game,  the  boys  have  managed 
to  control  the  ball  through  a 
good  part  of  all  games.  Unfor- 
tunately, this  ball  control  has 
not  always  led  to  the  critical 
goal:  of  the  four  losses,  one, 
to  Milton,  was  by  two  goals  and 
the  others,  to  Andover,  Brooks, 
and  St.  Paul's,  by  only  one.  With 
four  games  to  go,  it  is  hoped 
that  this  ball  control  will  lead 
to  goals  when  they  are  needed. 
The  varsity  and  J.V.  soccer 
squads,  by  posting  2-1  and 
4-2  wins,  did  their  share  in 
the  Governors'  sweep  over 
St.  Mark's  on  Saturday,  No- 
vember 4. 

"The  varsity  booters  drew 
first  blood  on  an  out-of-bounds 
kick  by  halfback  Fred  Bissell 
which  was  pushed  in  by  inside 
Cy  Hoover,  who  had  entered  the 
game  five  seconds  before.  Bissell 
was  also  a  defensive  standout, 
usually  preventing  the  Saints' 
chief  offensive  threat,  their  left 
wing,  from  even  touching  the 
ball.  The  game  was  tied  up  early 
in  the  third  quarter,  but  inside 
Tom  McDonald  went  by  the  full- 
back with  a  pass  from  his  out- 
side for  the  winning  goal.
